Nishi Shimbun of tha 2nd instanb 
discusses ihe policy of tho Japanoso Government 
in regard to Yozo on the one hand antl the south- 
ornmost islands of the Rinkin Group on the 
other, The visit of Counts Inonyo and Yam-; 
agate this summer to Yozo at once attracted 
public attention to‘qnostions connooted with tho 
former island, but a’ similar visit paid by the 
lnttor minister'to the Riukia islands carlier in 
tho year was allowad. to pass almast nnnoticed, 
Yet the relative importance. to Japan of Yozo 
and thé Riukin islonds is not such os would ap- 
poor from the meaanre of public interost accord:- 
ed in each cage. If Yaso isthe northorn key of 
the Empire, the southernmost Rinkiu islands aro 

‘equally the southern key, and. atratagically tho 
lattor aps.aren more important than the former, 
For jugt ai \"sashims kins’ valuo of its own as 
the point fron which the ‘movemonta of China, 
Ruusia, and Korea can bo controlled, 'éo the pra 
graphical position of ‘the Yayeyama, Ishigatdi, 
and Miyako groups of islands, . forming as they 
do a continuous chain midway between Formosa 
and Rinkin, is one of. the ttmost, importance; 
ond this importance bns now boon much increas. 
ed-by the colonizing activity displayed by Wen- 
tera natiqns, whose recent seq ions. in the 
Pasifio aro gradually bringing. them nearer to 
Japon, Ii these ontlying islandsare hold to lie 
beyond the sphere of Japan's active intorosts 
there fa no mors to ba said. But if, on: tha con- 
trary, it is recognized that, on gronnds of military 
and finatioiat policy, these islands cannot be ra. 
Hngqnishod by Jopan, thon they must be garrison- 
ad with troops, and thoy ranst be connseted with 
the Empire by a telegraph cable and a régular 
steamship servieo, : 

4é is commonly said that Yezo has gront 
sources of wonlth, and this is not impossible, but 
certainly in this respeot the Rivkin islands are 
far'sapericy to Yero, although iu point of sizo 
there is no comparison botwoen the two. Novor- 
theless, daring the Tast 10 years or.ao, more than 
20 million: ven. have been spant in davaloping 
the resonres of the former, and an annnal 
sum -of 2,000,000 yen is devoted to the samo 
purpose, while on the othor hand not a 10th part 
of this sum has been spent doring the. came 
period apon the Iatier. It is probably inability 
to understand tho motive for this marked 
Aifforonco of treatmont which leads people, when 
speaking of the Yayoyama and Miyako groups 
of islanda, to say that, ag the Government former- 
ly, ta acoordans: with General Grant's advice, 
entertained the idea of ceding these islands to 
Obina in order to obtain a dofinite asitlemeutiol 
the Riukiu question, they may very likely do so 
now, and to the same reason we may asoribo 
the suggestion that. the Govornmont have taken 
no active steps to devalap tha resources of the 
Ritkiu: islauds because they wera afraid of 
‘oxciting local ill-will. Such erroneous notions 
roquire to be vorrceted. Tho idea of coding 
these groups of -islands to China did ‘cor. 
tainly at ona time form part of the Goyernment’s 
policy—and the ciroumstances under which this 
idea was entertained were as follows. The 
basis on which nogotiations werd condusted 
with China was thit Japau. should cede these 
islands to China, and by .thus relingnishing tho 
sole control .of this passage to -Hastern waters 
should give proof of hor friendly feeling: towards 
that country,-and that a a couuter-concession 
China should revise her’ Treaty with Japau 
hofora tho date fired for such revision and should 
plaas the Iattar conntry on the footing of tho 
most favoured ngtiou.« Negotiations woers con- 
claded on this basis, aud the agrooment way: on 
[tho point of being: signed when a difference of 
opinion occurred in-the councils af tho Poking 
Government. Ching abruptly broke of the 
nogotintions, and the agreement bacame waste 
paper. Now. the date for revising the Troaty 
between the two countries has already avrived, 
and thero is thernfaro no reason for making any. 
concassions on this point to Chino. Therefore, 
whuthar there was or was not any proposal at 
that tisue to cade these ‘islands to China, ‘the 
Fvosition at present, is thia—that tho nogotiations 
fin question~fell throurh and that consequoutly 
thoro is an end of the siatter, Under no’ cir- 
onmstances whatever can wo now surronder those 
ivlands to another Power; thoir importance to 
Japan is too great. Tha article-conéludes by 
rejecting as absurd and far-fetched the notion 
that great precaution must be exercised in oar. 
reing out any progrogsira measures in tho. 
Riukia islands lest; the people’a feolings should 
be alienated and they should bo induced to look 
toChine for sympathy. Ths duty of a Govern. 
weut is cerjainly to conform ay far as possible | 
to popnilar sontinoat, bat not to subordinate its 
action to that faslingao fr» as to nbintoa all its 
other duties, If the Governmanthas-uot oxertod 
itll in the welfare of the Rinktu islands be- 
eanso its hands are too full of other and more 
prossing business, let the {nct be ackugwladged, 
but the more probablo reason for its inaction ts 
that public opinion has not foroed the mattor 
npon its attention; and if this be the trae or- 
planation. tle Pross should remady the omission 
withont delay Japan Mail.
